MR, PIERPONT’S SERMON, 

(Continued from page .04.] 

‘ Who goetha warfare, at any time, at his own 
charges ?” 

Now what is the danger against which 
protection is purchased at this rate? There 
are but two forms of danger against which 
a military force can protect the people of 
this commonwealth:—danger from msur- 
rection, and danger from invasion. What 
is the danger to the citizens from insurrec- 
tion? You have already answered this 
question, my hearers, in the view you en- 
tertained of the sanity that good farmer 
@hom we just now supposed to have made 
his house a castle, fortified and guarded 
according to the usage of feudal times.— 
And if there were danger from insurrection, 
the insurgents will have gained, from mili- 
tia drilling, the same advantage in the use 
of arms against the loyalists, as the loyal- 
ists would have gained against them;— 
and it is worth our while to inquire what 
benefit, in a time of civil war, would result 
to the whole body politic by having previ- 
oyely strengthened each of the hands of 
which both are using all the strength they 
have, io tearing the body to pieces. From 
the danger of insurrection, then, how are 
you protected by your militia, granting 
that there were danger from that quater? 

Aad what is our danger from ivasion 
that we sacrifice so much of our substance 
to be protected from it? What is the dan- 
ger of Massachusetts? What if this Sam- 
gon of the New-England family rest.—ay, 
sleep even,—ou the lap of Peace? Who 
are the Philistines that are going to be up- 
on him before be can wake up and shake 
his locks at them? Are the Winnebagoes, 
and the Pawnees, and the Flat-heads,com- 
ing down to argue with us the title to the 
hunting grounds of the Pequods and the 
Narragansetts? And are we willing to 
compromise the suit and buy our peace at 
half a million dollars a year? Or do we 
make a good bargain when we pay that 
price, or any price, secure our shores a- 
gainst invasion? 

You do not need, my friends, that I 
should answer these questions, I fear, 
rather, that you will say I am trifling 
with you when | ask them; and that they 
are below the dignity of my subject. But 
before you say this, i beg you to consider 
that my present subject is the dangers that 
impend our civil state, daugers from which 
we seek protection under our militia sys- 
tem. If these dangers are trifles in them- 
selyes, we do not descend below the dig- 








nity of truth, in treating them as sttch.— 

Truth does not always look biack, and talk | 
pontifically 1» her teachings. There is as| 
much truth, 2nd as salutary truth, in the 
sunshine that plays upon the flower that it is, 
showing you, or in the breeze that handles | 
lightly, while it gives you its odour, as’ 
there is in the voice or the visage of the) 
thunder clouds that showers it. You pay! 
seriously for that security from invasion, for | 
which you look to the present operations | 
of the militiasystem. If your danger from 

these quarters is such a trifle that it can- | 
not be seriously named, my first obyection- 
to that system is a sound one, for you look 

to it to protect you, at gp expense that is 

beyond measure more than commensurate 

with you: danger; and we have endeavor- 

ed to show that to do this is not wise, for) 
that “it is out of all proportion and relation | 
of means to ends.” 

My second objection to the present sys- 
tem is,that,granting a real danger,it affords 
avery inadequate security , and all the ge- | 
curity that it does afford might be derived | 
from it, were it so modified that it should, 
be suatained at incomparably less ex- 

nse. 

That militia, trained or untrained, are | 
competent to contend with regular and 
disciplined troops, during a whole cam- 
paign no one pretends; or, if any ove be-' 


jieves that they are, let him inquire of any 


military man, and he will change his opin- 
ion. They are efficient only in a sudden 
exigency, or when acting in smal! parties, 
falling upon an enemy by surprise,or hang- 
ing upon his rear as sharp shooters, and 
taking off his numbers in detail. And this, 
I maintain, is a species of service for which 
the inhabitants of New-England,—unless 
their right hand has strangely forgotten its 
cunning sifce the retreat of their enemy 
from Concord, and their own defeat at Bun- 
ker Hill—are as cempetent without the 
discipline of training days, and without red 
coats and plumes, as withthem. I do but 
use the words of another, a distinguished 
advocate for the militia, a full believer in 
it, as well as an ornament of it, when I say, 
“The success which attended this mode 
of warfare by undisciplined troops at Lex- 
ington, was so marked that it is wonderful 
that it should since have been so much dis- 
regarded. ‘The very men who,when torm- 
ed in a body, scattered like sheep, upon 
the approach of the British columns, ren- 
dered signal services the same day, on the 
enemy’s retreat, when they were left to 
their individual intelligence.”* 

Yes, to prove that militia cannot long be 
depended on, for defence against regular 
and veteran troops, the seat of our Nation- 
al government is a melancholy witness.— 
And if, in proof of their e@iciency in a sud- 
den exigency, or in one briet struggle, I 
am pointed to Baltimore, or to New Or- 
leans, or to Plattsburgh, or to Bunker’s 
Hill, or to the road “back again,” from 
Concord to Phipps’s farm, I answer—-that 
just so efficient they would have been, in- 
deed may we not say, thus dreadfully effi- 
cient they were, without the years of pre- 
vious dressing, and drilling, and drumming 
—without the fifes and finery—without the 
pomp, and the pompons, and parades which 
now cost the Commonwealth more than all 
she pays for the support of her municipal 
government, in its legislative, its judicial, 
and its executive departnrents:—ay, more 
than all that twice told. 

1 object, then, to the military system, in 
its present form and mode of operations, 
because in times of danger it affords inad- 
equate security; as well as because in 
times when there is no danger it costs a 
very adequate price. 

There is still another ground of skepti- 
cism as to the wisdom of the militia sys- 
tem, in its present form and operations,— 
It is not equitable; and I need not labor to 
prove, that where there is no equity there 
is no wisdom. It is not equitable; for, 
while it purports to protect the whole, it 
throws the burden of all the protection that 
it does give upon a part ef the communi- 
ty;—upon a small part;—upon a part not 
the most able to bear it, even, if it were 
righteous that they should bear it. 

A late venerable chief magistrate of 
Massachusetts, when, in oné of his gener- 
al orders, he is magnifying the importance 
of the militia to the state, says—‘‘The mi- 
litia system was established for the protec- 
tion of the property ofthe wealthy,” Then, 
I say, let the wealthy pay for that protection. 
Dothey pay for it? Look at the operation 
ofthe law. A wealthy justice of the peace, 
in the country, hires half a dozen young 
men to work upon his farm for six months, 
from the first of May to the last of Octo- 
ber; the whole seasons for military opera- 
tions. They are warned to do military du- 
ty, “for the protecté#on of the property of 
the wealthy.”’ If they go, their wages, for 
the time employed in going, staying, and 
returning, he diligently deducts in the day 
when he “‘reckoneth with them.” If they 
do not go, he is the magistrate before 
whom you, as clerk of the company, bring 
your suits against them for their fines.— 
You come into bis presence with the de- 
linquents.

but he proriounces upon them the sentence 
of the law, pays his own fine out of his 
own fees, deducts the “court day” from | 
their calendar, and, if they cannot pay the 
amount of judgement, for fines, and fees, 
and costs of suit, the poor debtor’s prison 
wiil secure them, for six days, at least, 
from any further of their country’s claims | 
upon their services in ‘‘protecting the prop- 
erty of the wealthy.” ‘‘We should like to | 
understand, if we may,” says a writer in| 
one of the English Reviews, while com-| 
menting upon the orations of our Everett, | 
and our Sprague, and our Webster—“We | 
should like to understand, if we may, upon | 
what principle the poor and the rich are | 
taxed as they are in the United States of 
North America, under the militia law.— 
By the poor we mean those that are not 
rich, those who are neither wealthy nor) 
destitute. Of both these are demanded | 
about twelve days of their time to defend, 
the property of the rich man. The rich, | 
of course, do not apear in the field: the| 
poor do. The latter cannot afford to keep | 
away:—the former can. The poor lose, | 








} 


the rich gain, therefore, by submitting to | the deepest darkness there are always some | 


the penalty. It is, moreover, notoriously 
true that, while the rich men never turn | 
out, and the poor always do, the rich sel- | 
dom or never pay the fine when they: 
should pay it, and the poor seldom or nev- | 
erescape. The rich are let off; here, be-| 
cause they belong to this or that profes: | 
sion, either in church or state, or because 
they are doctors, or because they are’ 
teachers; there, because they are support-| 


ed by the public, or have carried a com-| 


mission two or three years in the militia: | 
here, because they have contributed to the 


purchase of a fire engine; there, because |

they have encouraged a lottery: asif such 
people, whether of this or of that profes- 
sion,—teachers or not,--preachers or not,— 
officers or not,—having property, were to 
have that property defended by those who 
have no property—insured, we may say, at 
the charge of the latter. 

“ But why so unequal @ tax, under a 
show of equality? 1f watchmen were need- 
ed for the guardianship of a city, where 
would be the wisdom, where the justice, of 
calling out every free male citizen of a par- 
ticular age, for so many nights in the year 
—every one, rich or poor—under penalty 
which would be very sure to keep the lat- 
ter abroad in all weathers, while the form- 
er would be exempted, or excused, or suf- 
fered, in some way or other, to escape 
from the duty of watching their own hous- 
es? What if the poor man, who does go 
forth, were paid by the rich man who does 
not, for the guardianship of the public?— 
or at least for watching over the property 
of the rich man?”’***** “Militia are but 
watchmen, ‘The subject of their charge 
may be either a city or a state. Now the 
tax which is paid in the United States of 
North America for that guardianship, is a 

li tax. It should be a property tax.— 
What if the militia were patd sp much for 
every day’s labor?’’* 

Thus asks the Reviewer: and I repeat 
the question—‘*What if the militia were 
paid tor every day’s labor?”—I answer, in 
the first place, justice would then be done 
to the militia, which now is not: and, in 
the second place, I answer, that if they 
were paid, and if ‘‘a tax were laid equally 
upon every part of the community for the 
purpose of paying them,”’ I will consent to 
do militia duty again myself, if ‘every part 
of the community” were not stirring the 
inquiry, ia A soon, whether that enor- 
mous tax wre necessary—whether the 
circumstances of the country and of the 
times were so fraught with danger, as to 
justify such sacrifices for security against 
that danger. The question would come 
up, whether anything more were called for, 
by a wise reference to the circumstances 
of the times, than that arms should be pro- 
vided at the public charge for the public 
defence,—that they should be deposited in 
places where they might be kept in or- 
der in time of security, and seized on in 
an hour in time of alarm: and if this were 
now thought to be enough, and if same 
measure like this were now adopted, for 
one, I doubt not that the good old common- 
wealth of Massachusetts, whenever she 
sees that “The Cambells are comin’” in- 
deed, will soon muster a man to a mus- 
ket,—a man, too, who, though he has nev- 
er handled it on parade, will show his en- 
emy that he knows what his musket was 
made for.

THE DIAMOND, 


The most extraordinary fact respect- 
ing the Diamond is, that it is combustible; 
that it is in fact, so far as chemistry can 
discover, nothing but pure charcoal in a 
state of crystallization. Itis sarcely less 
extraordinary, if any thing can be counted 
extraordinary relating to Sir Isaac New- 
ton, that he should have discovered, by 
conjecture, this combustible property of 
the diamond, long before it was experimen- 
tally proved by burning it. He had re- 
marked that all substances are combusti- 
ble which have a great power of refracting 
light, or bending it out of its direction.— 
Amber, for example, and sulphur are com- 
bustible, and at the same time strongly re- 
fractive. By generalising the remark, 
Newton inferred that both the diamond and 
water are combustible, an inference now 
fully established in both instances. Be- 
fore the lustre and water of the diamond 
can be well understood, the refraction of 
light must be thoroughly known. Every 
body knows the nursery experiment of put- 
ting a piece of money in an empty basin, 
retiring till it disappears, and then caus- 
ing it to reappear by water being poured 
over it to refractthe light. On the same 
principle a clear stream appears to be of 
less depth than it really is, and this has al- 
lured many an unwary youth to his des- 
truction. A more wonderful circumstance 
is, that this pinciple of refraction causes 
the sun and the rest of the heavenly bod- 
ies to appear,not where they really are, but 
where they were some time before; and in 
the case of their rising and setting, we al- 
ways, by means of the refractive power of 
the air, see them before they actually rise 
and after they actually set. The highly 


‘refractive power of the diamond throws 
|back the light that falls on it, instead 


of allowing the rays to pass through 
it, as glass does. This gives the gema 
sparkling brillianey which no art can fully 
imitate. It is this, and not any phospho- 
rescent property, that causes it even to 
sparkle in the dark, of which so many fa- 
bles are related in the Arabian Tales. In 


wandering rays—some stray pencils of 
light to render-the ‘‘darkness visible,” and 
these, how few or small soever, the dia- 
mond collects to a point, flashes them back 
into the gloom. 
ling, therefore, is one test by which a gen- 
vine diamond may be known from spuri- 
ous imitations, or from the more splendent 
sorts of rock-erystal, and other gems, 
which are sometimes passed off for dia- 
monds,— Verulam.
